A resolution was offered declaring it inexpedient at 
the present time to create the Diocese. 

This resolution was negatived ona vote by*Diocescs, 
The clerical vote stood yeas TM; nays 133 6 Dioceses 
divided. _The Jay vote stood yeas, 4; nays 17; two 
divided. 

Judge Cuamnxns, of Maryland,’ submitted another 
resolution, declaring it expedient to form the Diocese.
